Under 
this Proclamation we find that 12s. is collected 
upon every thousapd feet.of lamber, if only ta- 
ken from the atills here to the first farm above 
the city—a tax equal to one-fifth of the value for 
transporting a native product a’couple of miles 
up the river, where no roads are used and no im- 
provement to the navigation is needed | As an 
instance of the working of this Act it may be 
mentioned. that upon all'the lumber and material 
necessary for building several Indian places of 
worship on the Lower Fraser this enormons tax 
was collected. But lumber is not the only na- 
tive product to which itapplies. Hay pays 12s. 
per ton, equal; in fnany instances, to one-fifth of 
its value. Shingles also come in for the tax, 
and, in short, every article required by the set- 
tler, Surely it co#ld never have been the inten- 
tion of the Act to ‘apply in this way... Whet im- 
pression must: the poor Indian receive in regard 
to British law? To be obliged to pay such an 
Oppressive tax for the privilege of navigating 
with their canves these waters which have been 
their highway from time immemorial must indeed 
seem strange to these‘people. It appears to us 
that the Act could, only have, been designed to 
apply to merchandise shipped from here in balk 
to the interior, and-not to every sack of flonr, 
every pound of sugar, every-axe or every shovel 
taker out of the city by the settlers. In these 
smaller matters it is not so much the. amount. of 
the ‘tax as the: -vexstions character of it that is 
felt. Just itiagine a farmer of an Indian heing 
obliged, every time he leaves the city with a 
few necessaries, being compelled ‘to hunt up a 
customs offidér in order to pay the tex, or ren- 
der himself-liable to the peualty for, the infrac- 
tion of the law, which. is @ fine “treble the 
amount of toll, or any sum not exceeding £100.” 
This law i s6)palpably absurd and oppressive 
in its-application that we feel assured it is only 
necessary to bring these points under the notice of 
His Excellengy in order to have it shorn at least 
of its most objectionable features. We did en- 
tertain the hope that the tonnage dues would be 
abolished altogether. But if that is.impracticable 
in the present’ financial circumstances of the coun- 
tty, it is surely not unreasopable to ask that na- 
tive producta should be exempted, and ‘that the

GOLD EXPORT ORDINANCE. 


This Bill has undergone considerable change; 
not forthe better, we fear, since Wednesday. 
One, happy featare of the Bill, in its original 
shape, was a remarkable freedom from that ob- 


- geure verbiage which has hitherto so largely char- 


acterised British Columbia Ordinances. We re- 
gret, however, to say that it has, to a very large 


. extent, been shorn of this feature in Committee 
- Of the Whole, and that it now makes its appear- 


ance clothed in language calculated to obscure 
itp meaning, if not to render the measure ex- 
tremely obnoxious to the public generally. In 
niaking these remarks we will not be charged 
with raising a factions opposition, or seeking to 
create prejudice against a measure which has 
been so persistently advocated in these columns 
during a period of four years—less nine days. 
It is  déep interest in the Bill and its success- 
fal working that leads us so strongly to deprecate 
apy provision calculated to render it needlcssly 
unpopalar or impede its operations. Clause 7 we 
conceive to be most ill advised and unnecessary.

“the colony, such a8 Bentinck, &c.; but if such be 
the intention why not make the clause say s0, 
ahd render it unnecessary for the Attorney-Gen- 
eral to accompany the Act with verbal explana- 
tions and interpretations ? We would have very 
much preferred to see this Bill become law in 


the form in which it first made its appearance,’ 


as we fear this and some other unnecessary and 
objectionable matter which has been subsequent- 


dy introduced into it will have the effect of rais- 


ing a prejudice and outery against ® measure 
which. is in principle so equitable and proper. 
‘It is impossible to gather from the Bill, with any 
degree of definiteness, where it is intended 'to 
make the daty payable, although clause 7 would 
ead us to suppose that it is to be paid in the in- 
terior: If this be so it is another error.
